Our Albany correspondent gives this 
morning the general results of some recent 
examinations into the affairs of several of 
the fire insurance: companies of this ‘City. 
It will be seen that, while all the compa- 
nies mentioned save one require no action 
from the department, the state of their 
affairs confirms the statements frequently 
made in our columns touehing this line of 
business. . The reported surplus of one 
company was reduced, by rigid scrutiny, 
from $170,000 to $92,000. Andther was 
able to show. a surplus of $50,000 
by increasing its cspital from $150,000 to 


$300,000. by, subscription. A third was 


found to be impaired, but only to the ex-. 
‘tent of 4 per cent. It was deemed neces- 
sary by Mr. Sky7Tu, however, to, address to 
a fourth company—the Atlantic, of Brook- 
ras imperative request for the stock- 
holders to pay in $56,000 by the 21st day 
of July next. There is, ‘unfortunately, no 
doubt that much of the fire insuranee busi- 
ness is in an embarrassed condition, though 
by no means tecesssarily unsound, and the 
most careful superyision by the department 
will not be misplaced...

‘SOUTH CAROLINA THREATENS. 

The postpdénement of the South Carolina 
Federal election cases until the: November. 
term of the United. States Court is inter- 
preted at Charleston as a movement of the 
Government *‘in furtherance of the policy 
of amnesty and’oblivion.” Reasons assigned 
by the District Attorney for the step taken 
are treated as ostensible merely; the true 
reasons being regarded ‘by the Charleston 
News as susceptible of. the meaning which 
it puts upon them. And as that journal 
informs us that-its “‘ views” upon the sub- 
ject—by which we understand its rendering 
of the motives of the Government upon 
whose instructions the District Attorney 
acted, and the policy it explains in response 
—are ‘entertained by the Senators. from 
South Catolina,. Hampron and Burier, by 
the South Carolina Congressmen, and by 
the State officers,” they are entitled to can- 
did consideration: 


The cases in which Grodesdines have been 
suspended embrace upward of 150 alleged 
offenders against the Federal Election laws, 
and relate to proceedings in eight or nine 
counties. The acchsed persons are Demo- 
crate,and the charées cover interference with 
Republican meetings, the intimidation and 
obstrustion of Republican voters and of 
Federal officers at the polls, ballot-box stuff- 
ng, and the falsification of election returns. 
All the offenses were at the time notorious; 
the perpetrators in many instances were 
prominent Democrats and some of them 
close. friends of Gov. Hampron; nbd at- 
tempt to check or punish them was made by 
the State officers or the local courta ; and to 
their violence and frauds the result of the 
election was unquestionably dae. With 
anything like fair trials, the conviction and 
punishmént of the defendants would seem 
to be certain. The United States court 
had applied the test oath to jurors as essen- 
tial to justice in a community in which 

men and Republicans are not sup- 
posed to possess legal, rights. Witnesses

'| Viction, in the State courts.” Of course 
f} there. is not, There is hardly. a 
| Republican who would have the slightest 
chance of justice in South Carolina if parti- 
san interests required his conviction. In- 
nocence would bé of no ayail to him: Juries 
would be packed, and the courts are con- 
trolled by partisans. The News professes to 
deplore the prospect opened by retaliation. 
It concedes ‘‘ that vigorous retaliation would 
have a disastrous influence” upon the for- | 
tunes of the State, Sfill it insists that et 
taliation will be “necessary and justifi- 
able” in the circumstances cohtemplated. 
Why necessary? Why justifiablet If 
there are Republican criminals, the neces- 
sity or justice of proceedings against them 
cannot. be contingent upon proceedings 
against other parties’ in relation to 
totally different offenses. Assuming that 
the proceedings to which the South Caro- 
lina Democrats object/are not wise or war- 
ranted, this consideration cannot affect 

the merits of proceedings of another sort 

against other persons.. The State authori- 
ties have no right to make their action in 
matters of law and justice dependent on the 
action of the Federal Government. It is 

their duty to punish the guilty, irrespective 

of what another prosecutor does. Justice 

knows nothing of retaliation. And retalia- 
tion .of the kind paraded as a threat by 
South Carolina would only add to the in- 

famy of a State whose rulers, made such by 
violence and fraud, are prepared for any 
outrage ‘which partisan malignity pro- 
nounces “ necessary and justifiable.” 

“Let by-gones be)y-gones” is the maxim 
used by the Charleston apologist for retalia- 
tion to conceal the proposition which it 
suggests as in pursuance of “a policy of 
Amnesty and peace.” If the. Federal Gov- 
ernment will drop the election cases, the 
State will forgive the manifold wickednesses 
of Republicans! But the Government 
must move first, depending on the honor of 
the State; the State will forego nothing 
until it is quite sure ‘that its chival- 
rous ruffians and high-toned stuffers 
of ballot-boxes need no longer fear 
the law. Such is the proposition, such 
the  poliey,- which a journal speak- 
ing in the name of the Senators and 
Representatives of the State, and of the 
State officers, now impudently submits. 
‘The only answer of the Government should 
be more vigorous proceedings in the cases 
which meanwhile stand over. The matter 
is not one that admits of negotiation at the 
expense of justice. A bargain now, with 
the threat of retaliation ringing in the 
country’s ears, would be a scandalous be- 
trayal of the great interests involved in the 
enforcement of. the Election laws. The 
South Carolina Democrats should be allowed 
to take their course. They ought not to be 
able-to bribe the Government or to frighten 
it.

MANUFACTURING ENTHUSIASM.

It may be assumed that they are all ardent 
and disinterested partisans of Gen. Grant, 
merely eager to assure him at the earliest 
possible moment how strongly they desire 
his ‘nomination, and how many sacrifices 
they are prepared to make to secure his elec- 
tion. But may not the wise men from Penn- 
sylvania and New-York be mistaken both 
as to their mission being acceptable to the 
man whom they wished to honor and ser- 
viceable to the cause whose success they

THE SCHOOL QUESTION IN FRANCE, 

It was, perhaps, fortunate that the ses- 
sion of the French Assembly was inter- 
rupted by the Easter holidays just as M. 
JoLes Ferry’s Education bill was launched 
upon the attention of the country, in order’ 
that the first angry excitement might pass 
over without breaking upon the delibera- 
tions of that body. As was to be expected, 
the measure has been greeted with protests 
from the Clericals and Ultramontanes, and 
has been the subject of a discussion more 
violent than rational. Its purpose and 
spirit have been misrepresented, its affects 
exaggerated, and an effort-has been made, 
consciously or unconsciously, to precipitate 
a conflict between the Republic and the 
Catholic Church, for which this project fur- 
nishes no ground nor any sufficient provo- 
cation. 

Itis not easy for us in this country to leok 
at the subject from the French point of | 
view, on account of the wide difference 
between our ideas and those that prevail in 
France upon the relations ot education to 
the State on the one hand and to the Church 
onthe other. Here it is only elementary 
instruction, or at most what in other coun- 
tries is called secondary education, that is 
regarded as a matter of public concern, and 
even with the administration, of that the 
National Government has nothing to do. 
We assume that it can be better managed 
by local or State authority, The higher 
education is left altogether to private 
instrumentalities, Institutions may be 
founded in any number, if the necessary 
organization can be formed and ‘the funds 
for their endowment raised, They may 
have any denominational or non-denomina- 
tional character they see fit, they may call 
themselves colleges or universities, or what 
they please ; they may confer degrees and 
grant diplomas on their own sole authority, 
after examinations conducted by their own 
Faculties, and these certificates of learning 
pass for what they may be. considered 
worth, the value depending mainly on the 
reputation of the particular institution from 
which they emanate. So far as education, 
supported and administered at the public 
expense and under public authority, is con- 
cerned, it is with us & purely secular mat- 
ter, and we are quick to resent denomina- 
tional interference. Religious instruction 
is left to the churches and to private insti- 
tutions. This plan is regarded here as most. 
compatible with freedom and the rights of 
all, and most beneficial to the State and to 
and to the cause of religion itself. 

In France, on the other hand, education 
is made a State matter—a national affair— 
in all its grades, and M. Perry’s bill is in- 
tended to make it more exclusively so than 
it has been for some years. Under the law 
of 1875, authority was given to found pri- 
vate universities, and five. such have been 
established. Degrees were to be conferred 
by {a mixed council, in part representing

OUR.BUINED NAVY. 

A change of administration has revealed 
the damaging fact that the navy of the 
Street-cleaning Bureau of this City has been 
allowed to run down. Commodore GuNNER 
testifies in feeling terms to the inefficiency 
of the vessele now in commission. He 
says that unless measures are taken 
to equip the fleet with extra scows, 
the streets cannot be cleaned, and 
things generally will be reduced to 
chaos, This is just what might have been 
expected. When the bold mariner of the 
Wabash, Secretary THompPson, took charge 
of the United States Navy, he found that 
many of the vessels were actually hollow, 
and that some of them could not go to sea 
without having. fires kindled on board. 
Moreover, accefiling: to Secretary THomp- 
son’s first report, several of the steam- 
ships were rated as having a cer- 
tain horse-power in their engine-rooms, 
whereas, as the Secretary very justly re- 
marked, it was a shame that United 
States war vessels should be run by 
horse-power, Such a motor might. do on 
the Wabash, and the fact that the ferry- 
boat from Skillings’s Bend to Sycamore 
Shoals was so propelled was properly quoted 
as affording a fair instance of defects in 
fresh-water navigation. While a previous 
administration had been janketing on 
board of fast first-rates, the fighting section 
of the Navy had gone to ruin. This is pre- 
cisely what Commodore GuNNER says of the 
navy of the Bureau of Street-cleaning. As 
this bureau belongs to the Department -of 
Police, we are entirely prepared to believe 
what Commodore GUNNER says. 

The fleet of scows employed by the Bu- 
reau of Street-cleaning put to sea, last Sat- 
urday, according to Commodore Guywezr, 
with a heavy sea running, and a brisk 
gale blowing east-sou’-east-by-south, which 
would be dead ahead. The gallant crew 
on this occasion. consisted of 150 Ital- 
ians; men of this nationality, it appears, 
being the only available recruits for the 
dangerous service. Convoyed bya steamer, 
the fleet left the harbor in the teeth of the 
gale, loaded with garbage and street-sweep- 
ings, designed for the decoration of the 
shores of Coney Island and Far Rockaway. 
Althongh this bold crew were familiar 
with the dangers of the deep, nearly 
every able seaman was sea-sick. Or, 
at least, they were all sick. Perhaps it was 
the garbage. But Commodore Gunner says 
it was the weather. At any rate, the wind

It was popular in' Harvard College,.and had the 
prospect at one time of becoming the. religion of 
eultured New-England ; indeed, its intellectual asso- 
ciations were with the best ars, the ripest literary 
culture, the most exact scholarship, and the deepest 
philosophical thinking, not in this country alone, 
but in Germany, and particularly in the University 
of Berlin, and the then brilliant centre of German 
poetry and criticism, Weimar. Its affjliations were 
Unitarian, but in point of fact it professed to be dnd 
was a species of advanced Unitarisniam, resting upon 
the logical basis of that movement—the authority af 
enlightened reason. Gradually and finally, upon thé.

It did not pretend to 
settle whether there is a Gop beyond the psycholog- 
teal necessity for such a conception, nor did it as- 
sume that the sacred writings of different races ate 
any of them of higher authority or inspiration than 
the others, holding that systems of religion have 
well-defined ethnological boundaries, and are growths 
of race aad national life, in the same manner as lan- 
guages, social customs, and political institutions 
Through all this ran a thread of the supremacy of 
the individual reason and conscience. It is this move- 
ment of which Mr. FrorHineHa™ confesses the fail- 
ure in an address’ that forms (or will hereafter 
form) one of the most notable utterances of the re- 
ligious literature of this country. 





The scheme detailed in the papers found on 
the agitator, LIEBERMANN, who has just been seized 
at Berlin, viz., the making of that city intoa ‘*half- 
way station for communications between the Lon- 
don and St. Petersbarg revolutfonists,” is merely 
the giving of a definite form to a mancuvre which 
bas been in constant use for years past. Russian 
Socialidém bas invariably worked with one of its 
hands abroad, so to speak, and the other at home. 
Mu. ALexanpeR Herzen, the most famous Russian 
agitator of our time, published his formidable jour- | 
nal, the Kolokol, (Bell,) first st Geneva, and then in‘| 
Lendon, while a legion of emissaries in every part of 
Russia served him as.spies and collecters of informa- 
tion. Neromaterr and Baxounrm, in 1871, had 
their treasonable proc’amations secretly printed in 
Berlin, and then smuggied into Russia in the binding 
of other books. The incendiary pamphlets so freely 
disseminated throughout Western Russia during the 
past twelvemonth have been chiefly printed in Aus- 
trian Galicia, and scattered through the Russian 
villages by men disguised as peddlers or as pilgrims 
on thetr way to Kieff; but the alarm created by 
Socialism, both in Germany and Austria, and the 
vigorous repressive measures of Prince Bismarck 
seem likely to reader this system of tactics less easy 
than heretofore.
